1. Claims 1,3-16 and 19-23 are pending in the present application. 

2. Claims 2, 17 and 18 are cancelled. Claims 1, 3, 4, 11, 16, 22 and 23 have been 
amended.

3. The drawings were received on March 30, 2004. These drawings are approved. 



4. Claims 1,3-16 and 19-23 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's amendment of the drawings, specification and claims overcomes the 

rejections cited under 35 USC 112, and the prior art rejection under 102(b) citing 
Srinivansan et al. Regarding independent claims 1 , 22 and 23 the prior art of record 
fails to teach maintaining a measure of invalid guess-database block addresses by 
caculating a ratio of a count of database block addresses in a list of new addresses to a 
total number of leaf blocks of the primary B + tree. Regarding independent claim 16 the 
prior art of record does not teach a ratio of count of database block addresses to a total 
number of leaf blocks as a measure of invalid guess-database block addresses as cited.
